officers as the Hon'ble the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal may sec fit from time to time to appoint 
in that behalf, subject to the exceptions and 
restrictions and rules hereinafter recorded.

Tar Lieutenant-Governor understands that 
more -than ono officer, following an excelleut 
and successful cxample, has occupied himself in 
compiling a history of the district in which he 
is employed, including legends of the old familics, 
the early British connection with the district, 
&e., &0. 

2. His Honor cannot sufficiently commend 
such efforts, especially when these writers enter 
into the social history of the last hundred years, 
and show the progress of the people and the 
phases of rural life in successive generations. 





And seeing the existence of this meritorious in- |, 


clination to go beyond the scope of bare duty, 
he is anxious to suggest that, to any officer who 
has a tum that way, there would be au ample 
field in an attempt to draw,a full picture of the 
present agricultural state of any distriét ; or say the 
condition and occupations of the people genorally, 
including agriculture, as dircetly or indircetly 
the source of livelihood to the great mass of the 
population, who are cither cultivators, or agr 
cultural laborers and small artizans and trade: 
men supplying the needs of cultivators. It 
would be niost interesting to know thoroughly 
for any district the ordinary modes and condi- 
tions of agriculture, the’ usual size of farms, and 
the sort of farm on which a family can be decently 
supported ; hew far the farms tire compact, or 
how the fields are scattered abow nd in the 
latter case, how the boundaries arc recognised 
and maintained ; how far the farmer is gencr- 
ally a laborer with his own hands; how far he 
employs hired labor, and how he pays for 
it; what aro the respective positions and con- 
ditions of ryots’ and sub-teuants of various 
kinds, of laborers, “of rural artizans; which 
castes or classes of holders are the best and which 
the worst cultivators; how money is lent and 
borrowed; what crops are cultivated, and how, 
and what is the produce ; what stock is kept, and 
how it is fed; whether stock is ever kept for the 
sake of manure; whether manure is made on 
system or whether manure which accumulates 
without system is used or wasted ; how harvest- 
ing is managed ; who takes the produce to mar- 
ket, who sells it, aud where, and who buys it: 
by what hands it eventually reaches the great 
marte ; who prepares the, jute for the market, who 
grows the mulberry, who rears the cocoons, and 
who makes the silk, and how they all go about it ;

of the proprictary classes and their modes of 
life; of the relations of all to the Government.

‘Tue Lieutcnant-Governor has asked and is 
asking much of district oiliecrs in the way of 
siatistical information and other matters, aud has 
required local officers to perform their duties in 
au active manner, aud ina way involving functions 
which had somewhat fallen into disuse. He has 
hoped to make up for any excess of work thus 
caused by the creation of the proposed subordi- 
nate establishments, but as some delay may oceur 
before the inferior es can be organized, and 
meantime, the money designed for them is 
available, he wishes to intimate to district officers 
that he is quite prepared to sauction any 
temporary establishments which can be usefully 
employed in obtaining the statistical information 
called for, or assisting im any special duties 
which have been or may be thrown on district or 
sub-divisional officers. Commissioners of divi- 
sions are authorised to sanction against the 
provincial reserve such demands when really 
necessary to an amount not exceeding in the 
aggregate Ks. 200 to 400 per mensem for each 
district, according as the district is large or small, 
aud as regards temporary appointments, not 
excccding Rs. 100 per mensem, reporting all cases 
in which such sanction is accorded, with detail of 
the temporary establishment and the reason 
for it. Separate application may be made for any 
larger sum required iu special cases. 

2. It will be very desirable thatthe persons 
employed should be as much as possible those 
who ure possessed of the qualifications which 
will fit them for admission to the junior grades 
of the Native Civil Service, us set forth in the 
notification of the 2ud July 1872, published 
in the Calcutta Guz-tle of the 3rd idem, in case 
by good service they show themselves deserving 
of that position. Men who, in addition to a fair 
knowledge of English and an active physique, 
can survey, who understand agricultural tenures 
and accounts; who kuow something of police 
and criminal Jaws, who cau make themselves 
generally uscful iu looking after petty public 
works, should be preferred. twas before sug- 
gested that good civil court ameens might be 
useful men. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor also feels that 
the districts have a fair claim to the replacement 























wo 
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of the officers of the Subordinate Executive Ser- 
vice, who are specially employed on road cess 
‘and other works, He is, however, unwilling to 
burden the road cesy funds, and he has not at 
present on his list many qualified candidates for 
such appointments. Ie would prefer that they 
should hercafter be supplied in due course under 
the system which it is proposed to establish, and 
that present ncecssitics should be met by the 
temporary establishients for which provision has 
deen made above. But in casc of emergent neces 
sity, if a really compotent man can be found, the 
Licutenant-Governor may grant the fumls neces- 
sary for an Acting Deputy Magistrate and Col- 
lector to supply the place of one xpeeially employed.

necessary involve the trying of a single case, and | 
in heavy districts the Lieutenant-Governor will 
not, under present cireumstanees, expect the Dis 
trict Magistrates to try many cases. ‘The prac- 
tice of tuking all petitions, which seems to be 
frequently ussumed as part of the duty of the 
Magistrate when in charge of the division, is a 
mrely self-imposed labour undertaken by many 

istrict Magistrates. They arc at perfect iiberty 
to entrust any part of their criminal duties, includ-

Bules for the Administration of Justice | 
and Police in the Naga Iills Agency. 
I.—Gewena. 

1, Tux administration of the country known as | 
the Naga Hills is vested in the Commissioner 
of Assam, the Political Agent and his Assist- 
ant, the Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumabs,* and 
Houshast or head men of khels, or such other 
classes of officers as the Hon’ble the Licutenant- 
Governor of Bengal may sec fit from time to time 
to appoint iu that behalf, subject to the exceptions, 
restrictions, and rules hereinafter recorded. 

2, These rules shall, however, be held to be 
in force only in those villages and communities 
which are under the direct administrative control 
of the Political Agent. 

IL.—Poxtce. 
Ae The police of the Naga Hills shall consist 
of 

(a)—Regular police subject to Act V of 1861. 

()—Rural police, consisting of Mouzadars, 
Gaonburahs, Peumahs, Houshas, and other village 
authorities ‘recognized as such by the Political 
Agent, with their subordinate village authorities. 

4. The control of the police of the Naga 
Hills is vested in the Political Agent acting

Licutenant-Governor of Bengal may from time 
to time appoint. Misconduct on the part of 
regular police shall be punished in accordance 
with Act V of 186] and the Penal Code, or any

Uills hereafter. Misconduct on the part of the 
rural polies is punishable by fine, which may 
extend to Rs. 500, or by imprisonment to an 
extent which wonld be awardable under the 
Penal Code for a like offence. Imprisonment 
may be awarded in lien of fine, but onl: the 
Political Agent or other officer duly authorized. 

5. An appeal lics from all orders of Mouza- 
dars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, and Houshas, and 
other chief village authorities in police matters 
to the Political Agent, whose orders are final. 
But the Commissioner may call for the proceed- 
ings and modify or reverse any order should 
he think fit. 

6. The ordinary rules of the Bengal Police 
shall, as far as they are applicable,. be observed 
hy the regular police, and all returns in matters 
of accounts, and all registers required to be kept 
py the Bengal Police, as far as they are appli- 
cable, shall be made and kept up. 

The Commissioner shall exercise the powers 
of an Inspector-General of Police as defined by 
section 3, Act VII (B.C) of 1869. 

7. ‘The regular police shall only act when 
required to do so by general or by special 
order of the Commissioner, ical Agent, 
or other officer duly authorized, who may assign 
to the force any portion of the duties of police 
under Act V of 1861 inany locality. 

8. The ordinary duties of police shall be 
discharged by the Mouzadars, Guonburehs, 
Peumahs, Houshas, or -hend men of khels or 
villages, ‘und other village authorities, They 
shall arrest all criminals and repress all disorders 
within their respcetive jurisdictions, 

9. Itis tho duty of the Mouzadars, Gaon- 
burahs, Peumahs, Houshas, or other chief village 
authorities, to report to the Political Agont 
all crimes, violeut deaths, or serious accidents 
occurring in their districts, and nll occurrences, 
whether within or beyond their jurisdictious, 
which may come to their knowledge likely to 
alfect the public peace, at the earliest possil 
moment, and deliver up offenders as soon as may 
be to the officers authorized to try them. 

10. The Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, 
Houshas, and village authorities, shall watch, 
report, and, under the orders of the Political 
Agent, apprehend and deliver up all vagrants 
or bad and suspicious characters found in their 
jurisdictions.

13. When the Mouzadar, Gaonburah,Poumah, 
Housha, or other chief village authorities, fecl 
unable to arrest an offender, they must apply to

14. The Mouzadars, Gaonhurals, Penmahs, 
and Houshas, or other chief village authorities, 
are empowered to arrest or cause to be arrested, 
and to fine all drunkards and other disorderly 
-persons found brawling out.of their houses, and 
all persons found gambling, the finc not to 
exceed that awardable under their, powers in 
criminal matters as hereinafter slefined. 

15. All the inhabitunts of the Naga Hills who 
are under the administrative control of the Political 
Agent are bound to aid the regular police. and 
village authorities when required to do so for 
the maintenance of order or the apprehension 
of offenders. Any person failing to do so is liable 
to fine ; the fine to be adjudged hy the Mouzadar, 
Gaonburah, Peumah, or Housha, or other chicf 
village authority to the extent he is empowered 
to award in criminal cases, or by the Political 
Agent if fine beyond the amount those ofliecrs 
are authorized to impose is considered necessary. 
When the particular persons Ulameable for 
failure to aid in any community cannot be

AnnanGeMENTS buave lately heen made to render the boundaries of districts conterminous 
in respect of revenue and jndicinl jurisdictions, and to adjust district boundaries to the best advantage, 
In doing this, it hus been necessary to re-arrange some sul-divisions which were divided between two 
districts, iv being deemed desiruble that a sub-divisional officer should always be under one Maristrate- 
Collector only, and should not serve two masters, But as regards all other suis-divisions the Lieutenant- 
Governor, while feeling that in some districts new sub-divisiona are required, and that in others it may 
be desirable to revise sub-divisional jurisdictions and stations with reference to the experieuce which 
has now been secured, has thought that it would be better to complete the district houndacies, organize 
the subordinate establishments, and obtain the full results of the census before undertaking any review 
of the sub-divisional re-arrangements generally, 






















"9. It appears, however, that the High Conrt are engaged in a re 
which it is sought to render conterminous with sub-divisions, and so ma 
divisional lock-ups (which it is certainly necessary to render more effi 
and such like matters, constantly come before Government, that the Lieutenant-Governor docs not 
think he ean longer delay calling the attention of Commissioners and district officers to the 
subject. He would not at present undertake to supply eub-divisional establishments for distrieis, 
or portions of districts, where sub-divisions have not yet been at all establiched. But wherever the 
sub jonal system has been in operation, he would like it to be considered once for all whether the 
number and position of the sub-divisional stations are what they should be, and whether the jurisdictions 
are arranged in the most advantageous manner. It may not be necessary to hurry a decision in 
specially doubtful or difficult, cases, But the Lieutenant-Governor would like to have as soon as 
possible a report in all cakes in which it is clear that the eub-divisional station and jurisdiction are 
rightly placed and arranged, and where therefore all subsidiary arrangements for lock-ups, &c., may 
be proceeded with without misyiving. :

An opinion should then be expressed in 
revard to each, cither that it should be retained as at present; the Magistrate and Commissioner being 
thoroughly satisficd on that point, or that it should be altered or re-arranged, for reaons given, in 
manner specified, or that for any reason the decision had better be postponed. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor would wish that in coming to a conclusion on these points the 
following considerations shonld be borne in mind. 

7. The Licutenant-Governor considers that the sub-divisions should, if pesrible, be of such a size 
that one officer, aud no more, of the Covenanted or Subordinate Executive Serview grades, should be 
fully occupied, and should be able to do ail the duties lately prescribed with the assistance of a subore 
dinate establishment of the Ist, 2nd, or 8rd clare, such as is contempluied in the Resolution of the 
20th March last.

2. It appears, however, that the High Guurt are engaged in are gement of moonsiflees, 
which it is sought to render eonterminous with subdivisions, and so many questions rezurding sub- 
divisional lock-ups (which it ix certainly necessary Lo render more efficient), sub-divisional buildings, 
and such like matters, constantly come before Government, that the Licutenant-Governor dovs not 
think be can longer delay calling the attention of Commissioners and distriet officers to the 
subject. He would not at present andertaky to supply sub-divisional establishments for distriets, 
or portions of districts, where sub-divisions have not yet been at all established, But wherever the 
sub-divisional system has been in operation, he would like it to be considered once for all whether the 
pumber and position of the suli-divisional s.ations are what they should be, and whether the jurisdictions 
are arranged in the most advantageous manner, It may not be m to hurry w decision in 
specially doubtful or difficult cases. But tie Licutenant-Governor would like to have as soon as 
possible a report in all cases in which it is clear that the sub-divisioual station and jurisdiction are 
rightly placed and arranged, and where therefore all sulsidiary arrangements for lock-ups, &e., may 
be proceeded with without missiving, 

3. On the other hand, he would equally like to have a report of all cases in whieh there is reason 
to think that alteration is desirable, with proposals fur re-arrangement us soon as such proposals can be 
made with confidence. 

4, ‘The census returns, thynnah by thannab, will very soot be available for almest all districts 
and are already supplied to many. 

6. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor accordingly directs that as soon as the census return is received, a 
retarn may be submitted for each district with a map showing sub-divisioual and Ghannah jartsdie- 
tions, and o statement regarding each sub-division showing population, number of criminal and other 
eases for each of the last two years, and other part Au opinion should then be expreseed in 
rogard to each, either that it should be retained as at present, the M. nd Commissioner being 
thoroughly satisfied on that point, or that it should be altered or re-arranged, for reasons given, in 
manner specified, or that for any reason the decision had better be postpones 

6, ‘The Lieutenant-Governor would wish that in coming to a conelusion on these points the 
following considerations should be borne in mind, 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that the subedivisions should, if pexsible, be of such a 
that one officer, and no more, of the Covenanted or Subordinats Executive Servier grades, should be 
fully occupied, and should be able to do all the duties lately prescribed with the assistance of a subors 
dinate establishment of the Ist, 2nd, or rd claes, such as is contemplated in the Resolution of the 
20th March last. He prefers full-sized sub-divisions giving employment to an ofl and establish- 
ment of this kind to a smaller sub-division where the ease work is so light that assistance is uot required, 
Decanse now that treasury and much other office work must always be done by some one at head-quar- 
ters, a single officer who can with dificulty leave his head-quarters (even when not very fully aceupied) 
is much less efficient than a sub-divisional officer who nee that he can any day visit any 
pattof his sub-division. Probabl, o 
satisfy these requirements, the additional work recently required beinr met hy the additio 
mente.which it is hoped shortly to vive, But a sub-division where there is now insuffi 
should not be retained on the ground that enough work may be found for one officer.
